The N orthw est Storm —R em arkable Freak* 
of the W ind. 
J unction City (K s ), April 11th.—'The 
wreck made by Friday night’s storm at Fort 
Riley, and the freak* of the wind, without 
ocular proof, are riu:p!y beyond b“lief. That 
there was no loss of life is nothing lees than 
miraculous. The wind pursued a spiral 
course, destroying one building in its course 
and skipping the next. The Commisary and 
Quartermasters storehouse* were uuroofed 
and a portion of the side of one of them 
ripped off as though it had been sawed in 
two. The stores in these buildings were thus 
exposed, and are now covered with canvas. 
The roofs of several tf the soldiers’ quarters 
in some instances are wholly gone, and in 
others partially so. Of the officer»’ quarters 
tl e greatest wreck is the one occupied by 
Major Dewets and Dr. Dilton. 
How 
these gentlemen and their wives escaped 
death is the most astonishing scory of the 
stoim. Where their beds were sre several 
stones weiehiog from 50 to 1 00 pound* each, 
and the roofs fell id, the ends near their beds 
lodging while the opposite ends fell to the 
11 lor ; but the occupants escaped without a 
scratch. Tne kitchen portion of the qutrteis 
occupied by Lieutenant Dimmick’s family 
was destroyed, the wreck showing a fearful 
mixture of stones and broken cooking ware. 
In one <f the si ldiers’ quaiters great rocks 
fell among the bimks occupied by the ruer, 
but only three soldiers were hurt so as to bo 
sent to the hospital. Rut the great curiosity 
is the stable, which suffered the greatest dam­ 
age. There were probably sevrn'y-five 
horses in th9 stalls on the side mostly dam­ 
aged. They broke their halters and moved 
back as the fall cam--, the stalls being filled to 
adtpth of five or six feet with rocks, rafters 
and other deb-ip. Duly four horcos wore 
caught by the fallieg wreck. Sections cf the 
roof were carried several hundred yard», and 
the great stones from the walla scattered all 
about. A portion of the command now live 
in tents. The track of the storm half a mile 
nr so south of Junction City is as distinct as 
the furrow of a plow.

THE DUTY OF THE PRESIDENT CON­ 
CERNING IMPRISONED CITIZENS. 
The following extract from the Act cf Con­ 
gress passed July 27, 1864, confers the power 
upon the President to institute the inquiry 
asked for in the cose of the Irish-American 
citizens now imprisoned iu Ireland : 
Whenever it ia.made known to the Presi­ 
dent that any citizen of the Urited States 
has been unjustly deprived of hi* liberty hy 
or under the authority of any foreign Govern­ 
ment, it shall be the duty of the President 
forthwith to demand of that Government the 
reasons of such imprisonment; and, if it ap­ 
pear to be wrongful and in violation of the 
rights of Aniorican citizenship, the President 
shall forthwith demand the release of such 
citizen, and if the release so demanded is un­ 
reasonably delayed or refused, the President 
shall use such meaus, not amounting to acta 
of war, as he may think necessary and proper 
to obtain or effectuate the release ; and all 
the facts and proceedings relativo thereto 
shall, as soon as praotizrble, be communi­ 
cated by the President to Congress.—[Revised 
Statutes of the United States, Section 2,001.)

BELFORD 
ON 
THE 
INDIAN 
QUESTION. 


Judge Belford, of Colorado, is said to 
havj “ vigorous W estern views” on the 
Indian (juestion. 
This, being interpreted, 
means th at he wants to take the reserva­ 
tion away from the Utes in Colorado, and 
give it ostensibly to settlers, but probably 
to some land ring which has arranged this 
project for the special benelit of a few- 
rapacious and unscrupulous individuals. 
The public experience in this class of cases 
has been too extensive to allow the pub­ 
lic spirit of such enterprises to be taken 
for granted. 
I t is a familiar fact that 
population iu Colorado is not pressing 
upon the territorial area. 
The white set­ 
tlers there are not cramped for room. 
The 
lands which are open to pre-emption and 
homestead entry have not all been taken 
up. 
In fact the country is scarcely popu­ 
lated at all, and therefore it cannot be in­ 
ferred that Judge Belford is intpired by a 
desire to make room for settlers, 
llis 
theories in regard to the Indians are per­ 
haps characterized by “ W estern vigor,” 
but they certainly do not w arrant the con­ 
clusion th at he has given any attention to 
the history of the relations between the 
Government and the Indians. 
He com­ 
plains that the latter 
occupy ‘236,000 
tquare miles of territory, and th at they do 
not cultivate it. 
And he holds th at they 
should not be allowed to occupy any land 
which they do not cultivate. 
But he ap­ 
parently fails to remember th at originally 
the Indians held the whole country ; that 
they were the owners of it when the white 
man came here ; th at they have gradually 
been dispossessed, by force and fraud, of 
their patrimony ; and th at in consideration 
of the fact that the white man has robbed 
and abused them from the beginning, they 
may be assumed to have some right to the 
comparatively meager territory which has 
been reserved for them. 
The Indians have been treated by the 
American people and Government with 
scandalous baseness, cruelty and dishon- 
eaty, and it is adding insult to injury when 
hair-brained, blustering demagogues like 
this ii au Btlrord thrust their worthless 
and c-ude epiDions upon the public, and 
demand, under cover of buncombe plati­ 
tudes, th at the nation’s victims shall, after 
all the solemn p ’edges made to them, be 
once more stripped of the little property that 
remains to them, for the benefit of con­ 
scienceless land sharks and knavish specula­ 
tors. The pretense th at land for purposes of 
settlem ent is needed in Colorado is false 
and fraudulent. The proposition to deprive 
the Utes of their reservation is impudent 
and shameful. 
In the first place the Gov­ 
ernment caanot do such a thing without 
committing a breach of faith which would 
disgrace it, and in the second place it 
could not do it w ithout bringing on an In ­ 
dian war. 
No doubt Belford would like 
to produce just this result, for he and his 
supporters in Colorado have already ac­ 
quired au evil notoriety for the audacious 
disregard of treaty stipulations which they 
have advocated, and it is well known that 
they represent that dangerous class of ad­ 
venturers who are always endeavoring to 
foment trouble with the Indians for the 
profit to be made of it. 
The principal objection to the new Sec­ 
retary of the Interior is his relations to 
these men. 
He himself has become asso­ 
ciated with a thorough vicious and inde­ 
fensible Indian policy, and it is to be feared 
that he too will try to introduce “ vigorous 
W estern ideas” into his course on this 
question. 
But it will be an eternal dis­ 
credit to the nation if men of this stripe 
are allowed to apply their pernicious the­ 
ories. 
The Indian 
question owes nine 
tenths of all its perplexities, not to the in­ 
capacity of the Indians for civilization, 
but to the inability of the United States 
Government to secure the Indian adminis­ 
tration from the thieves and rascals who 
for generation after generation have flacked 
to it as their most profitable field for en­ 
terprise. 
It is not permissible for Belford 
to assume th at the Indians cannot be civil­ 
ized. 
The actual fact is that no earnest and 
at the Bame time intelligent effort to civil­ 
ize them has yet been made. 
I t is, of 
course, not to be supposed that the habits 
and customs which are the growth of ages 
can be changed in a few years. 
There are 
many of Belford’s constituents who, after 
all their civilized associations, are infinitely 
more dangerous savages than the Utes 
The frontier territory has developed a class 
of the worst ruffians that ever travestied 
civilization, and unfortunately the Indians 
hare seldom came in contact with any 
other specimens of American culture and 
progress. 
If we wait only until they are 
the equals of these people, we shall not 
have long to wait, but it is hardly worth 
while to give them an aborted civilization 
as their model. 
The influence of men like Belford upon 
the Indian question is prejudicial. 
Their 
superficial and brutal views may be ap­ 
proved and echoed on the bsrders, but the 
public opinion of those regions is not by any 
means the voice of the American people, 
and it must not be taken as a guide. 
The 
men who assert that “ The only good Indian 
“ is a dead Indian,” are, nine times out of 
ten, men who have never treated Indiana 
otherwise than as brutes, and who have 
earned and deserved all the enmity they 
have experienced at the hands of the red 
man. 
If these people had their way the 
Indians would no doubt be exterminated 
in a few years, and their last acre of land 
would be seized by land-tbieves. 
B ut the 
American people owe some duties to the 
race they have despoiled and wronged, 
and we do not believe that they are pre­ 
pared to indorse the policy of greed and 
treachery which Belford of Colorado and 
his school advocate. 
The United States 
Government is bound in honor to employ 
every rational method for the gradnal 
civilization of its wards, and since this 
must under any circumstances be a long 
process, it is a’so bound to provide for 
them, during 
the transition period, the 
means by which they can follow the modes 
of life to which they have been trained 
and accustomed, and to depiivc them of 
which would be unpardonably cruel and 
unjust.

R IM ARKA3LE 
STATEMENT. 


A Los Angeles doctor, who thinks he has 
discovered that 
the 
Chinese laundries 
propagate disease, and who has been mak­ 
ing some very “ strong” statem ents to a 
reporter, casts suspicion upon the worth of 
his views by making the extraordinary 
assertion, as “ a well known fact,” that 
“ so impure has the Chinese nation become, 
“ as a whole, that the custom of handshak. 
“ ing is unknown among them .” 
This is 
the post hoc ergo propter hoc argument with 
a vengeance. 
We should very much like 
to know where the I-os Angeles doctor en­ 
countered this “ well-known fact.” 
But it 
is unnecessary to inquire, for instead of 
being a fact, either well cr ill known, it is a 
preposterously nonsensical fiction. 
H and­ 
shaking is a custom confined to a few na­ 
tions. 
Three fourths of the human race 
have never practiced it. 
It is unknown to 
the Oriental races generally. I t is unknown 
to all savage races. 
I t is, in fact, con­ 


fined almost entirely to the continent of 
Europe and the United States of Ameri­ 
c a 
There 
are 
peoples 
with 
whom 
nose-robbing 
takes 
its 
place. 
There 
are others among whom it is customary to 
place the nose against the friend’s cheek, 
and inhale strongly. 
These peoples could 
with equal justice assert th at all the 
European nations were impure, because 
they never rubbed noses or Bmelled cheeks. 
The truth is th at all sach customs have 
had their origin in the remote past, and 
that they have no connection whatever 
with questions of physical health. 
We 
are compelled to remark of snch reckless 
and absurd charges against the Chinese 
th at they do harm and not good, and that 
they prejudice the cause by their folly. 
If the Los Angeles physiciau wishes to 
convince intelligent minds that there is 
any truth in his wild statem ents about the 
diseased condition of the Chinese, he will 
have to produce statistics to show that 
they are more «nhealthy than other na­ 
tions ; that they are more atii cted with 
contagious diseases ; th at their death rate 
is above the average. 
A t present all the 
information at hand points to very differ­ 
ent conclusions, for the m ortality bills of 
the Chinese population of San Francisco 
are certainly rather below than above the 
average of white mortality.

REFORM. 


First Assistant Postmaster-General H at­ 
ton has written a letter to the Cincinnati 
Postmaster in which he takes grounds 
which virtually nullify the Executive or­ 
ders relative to Civil Service reform. 
The 
letter is w ritten from a “ stalw art” stand­ 
point, and is to the familiar effect that 
employes in the Postoffice Department 
may engage in politics as much as they 
please, provided they do not neglect their 
official duties. 
The tendency of this in­ 
terpretation of the Executive orders of 
couise is to neutralize them. 
These orders 
were issued for the purpose of putting a 
stop to the flagrant and notorious abuse of 
official position by men who acted as 
agents and instrum ents for Congressmen 
and Senators, aDd who not merely took 
part in politics, but managed toe local 
“ machine ” precisely as though it was a 
part of their regular duty. 
Mr. H atton's 
letter removes from this class all restraint, 
and authorizes them to return to their 
former practices. Perhaps it will not cause 
much real change, because very little real 
reform has thus far taken place. 
B ut it is 
d scouraging, as indicating positive hos­ 
tility 
to reform 
in 
at 
least 
one 
of 
the Departments, and there can be no 
doubt that it will be received by the 
“ m achine” politicians as full notice of 
the intention of the present government to 
discountenance all futher movements in 
th at direction. 
The citation from General 
A rthur's letter seems, moreover, specially 
intended to connect the President with this 
notification, though it may be that this is 
unauthorized. 
However that is, the issue 
of such letters can only result in encourag­ 
ing the defiance of public opinion by that 
large class of Federal office-holders who 
cling desperately to the old bad system be­ 
cause they know no other, while it must 
tend to discourage those who have been 
laboring so long and so thanklessly in the 
cause of reform. 
That it was meant to 
produce just such affects is scarcely to 
be doubted, and this makes it the more 
regrettable.

bring up the rear in their toilets, but—begging pardon of conscience— 


give her passing attention. 
It may not be just the thing for a 


devout Church member to peep in on a Millinery Opening en route. 


to the morning service, but the tem ptations in Madame’s windows 


are pow erful; and if poor, pretty little M rs.------------ is betrayed into 


stepping in, and remains until after the rehearsal of the “ General 


Confession,” surely the Recording Angel, taking into account woman’s 


inherent weakness, will be very lenient in noting the offense. 


STYLES IN MILLINERY. 


In reference to the styles in Millinery, as revealed in the ex­ 


pressions in retail establishments, we will only say in passing : Large 


Hats, plentifully trimmed with lace, flowers and ostrich plumes, will 


probably be in more popular requisition than head-dresses of any 


other character ; and these Hats, w ith the revival and prevalence of 


pannier display, reproduce in the toilet an inevitable reminder of the 


dress of the Duchess of Devonshire, as given in the celebrated last 


picture of Gainsborough. 


Since our last writing there has been no very remarkable develop­ 


ment in the styles of (iressmaking. 
Our purveyors and modiste« do 


not seem to be anxious yet to display their imported novelties in 


costumes. 
They reveal them charily, preferring to keep them ont of 


sight until the week preceding Easter, with certain in reserve for 


the week succeeding, when shopping will not be likely to be distuibed 


by the ringing of Church bells. 


PREVAILING COLORS. 


Ju st here, in passing, it may be as well to note the prevailing and 


the increasing furore for the dark greens, in both the costume and the 


bonnet. 
There will be a very decided penchant for costumes of semi- 


diaphanous, aud very light and thin materials, this season ; and in 


consequence we Bhall soon see the cheviots and the camel s-hair tex­ 


tures replaced by albatross cloth and nuns vailing 
these last to be 


succeeded by the lovely batistes aDd muslins th at have come out. 
In 


anticipation of bringing them out next week, our furnishing houses 


are busy in manufacturing costumes, cloaks, etc., for misses and 


school-girls. 
For immediate use, the soft woolens, including the flan­ 


nels, cheviots and tweed textures, the 
camel’s-hair cloths and 


French cashmere, are in the most prominent demand ; with silk cos­ 


tumes for the best dress, Scotch ginghams and zephyr cloths for the 


later weeks of spring and summer, and exquisite creations of Swiss 


mull and lace, garniehed with ribbons, for graduating dresses and the 


soiree. 
W ith the description given by Mr. Lubin of the charming 


semi-tropical climate of Sacramento, and the dainty taste said to 


characterize the ladies of that city, we could but think, as these pretty 


yet simple costumes were laid out before us, that sooner of later some 


of them, or their counterparts, would find their way to the stock of 


W einstock & Lubin, to be a joy forever to the fair young wearers in 


th at far-cff city on the l’acific Blope. 
In noting the present dress for 


misses and veiy young ladies, the observant cannot fail to experience 


a measure of satisfaction in the good sense, with the good taste which 


is manifest. 
The time has passed when it is deemed elegant to com­ 


press the figure of a child er a young girl ; and the time has also 


passed when the little lady in her dress is mamma cut dowD. 
The 


styles for the young are now distinctive, eminently practical and 


eminently judicious. 
Compression in the figure, in the cut and the lit 


of the dress, is not tolerated, and lungs as well a9 limbs are allowed 


full chanco for development, from infancy to m aturity. 
And now 


th at common-sense is allowed to dictate, let us hope that the time may 


be far distant when we shall have a rotura of encouragement for the 


bracing, hampering and deforming fashions of the past. 
The English 


robe, or the slightly-fitted sacque, that serves as a foundation to which 


almost any amount of fancy may be applied, is that which prevails in 


the dress of girls from infancy even to the beginning of their teens. 


Suits of flannel and other woolens of light weight have the skirt sur­ 


rounded by a single deep side-plaited flounce, or several flounces, with 


the waist attiched, and giving the effect of a deep, princess basque. 
A 


scarf pannier of some fanciful material covers the junction of the flounce 


and the basque, and the ends of the scarf are disposed in deep, irregu- 


iar loops falling over ends of unequal depth—a style which exists also 


in costumes for full grown ladies. 
In some models, the front of the 


basque is covered with a shirred plastron of the plain material 


in the combination ; or with a Bmooth, shield-shaped plastron 


of 
the 
fancy 
stuff, 
small 
bulletshaped 
gilt, 
steel, 
or 


silvered buttons confining the plastron on each side, with the collar 


aud the cuffs of the fancy stuff. 
The 1‘lDglish robe for misses and 


little girls, in some of the recent models, is made to represent a deep 


saeque, opening from the shoulders to the foot of the skirt, on a 


plastron, or Breton front, of some different and contrasting material — 


a plain and a fancy stuff usually entering into the combination. 
The 


sacque is trimmed at the foot with a plaited flounce, from six to 


eight inches deep, or with several narrow flounces. 
Heading the 


flounce or flounces, certain models in plain camel’s-hair cloth and 


flannel show an application of fancy stuff, cut straight or in points 


on scollops on the lower edge ; and in some models the breadths of the 


backs are elongated, and are draped bouffant by laying in plaits or 


folds in the seams. 
Th6 plastron, if of fancy stuff, is smooth or plain, 


sometimes buttoning up from the foot to the neck : or it serves as the 


foundation for narrow plaited flounces, puffing or shirring. 
Pretty 


costumes, for little girls of from five to twelve years, are aombinations 


of French cashmere of light weight, French bunting, or nuns’ veiling, 


w ith surah of contrasting color, or checked Louisine silk. 
Tbe lower 


half of the Breton plastron is covered with the silk in knife-plaitings 


three inches deep, puffing or shirring, term inating in one or two 


plaitings at the fo o t; while the silk on the upper half, shirred from 


the neck to th i depth of three or four inches, forms w hat is known as 


the Moliere shiit front, or a deep sagging puff, which falls several 


inches over the lower half of the front. 
And this style of front is 


seen also in the matinees, tea-gowns, or robes de chambre, w ith which 


the wardrobes of fashionable ladies are now supplied. 
The back of 


the little robe, iu some models, forms a basque, which is cut in blocks, 


points, or in leaf-shape, and extraneous drapery, forming one or two 


puffs, lifts the basque jauntily. 
, 


MISSES’ STYLES. 


Varying the English robe for little girls of 7 years old and up. 


ward, there are models showing a trimmed skirt, with a loo3ely-litted 


basque or jacket w a ist; or a little redingote or polonaise. 
The skirt 


is surrounded with a single deep plaited flounce, and trimmed with 


an apron of numerous folds, running to bouffant drapery on the back ; 


or it is surrounded with several narrow plaited flounces, the flounces 


covering the frent and the edge of the basque, with bouffant drapery 


on the back. 
The basque is pointed in front, and has a fanciful back ; 


or little panniers are attached to the front of the basque, by gathering 


or plaiting, and form drapery on the back, or are best under the bouf­ 


fant drapery. 
The style understood appears in pleasing combinations 


of plain surah and checked silk—the latter being employed for the 


drapery, the collar and cuffs and all expressive effects. 


LATE SPRING FASHIONS. 
. 


T h e same general ideas are noticeable iu the suits for the later 


weeks of spring, iu the Scotch ginghams and the zephyr cloths—much 


use in the way of finish being made of piping in cambric and linen, in 


white, blaok or some decided color; and gathered flounces, which may 


be fluted in laundrying, on some models take the place of plaitings as 


skirt trimming. 


RIBBONS. 


It will be time enough a week or two hence to say something 


to the young m isBes of Sacramento about the muslin robes in which 


each little belle is expected to disport in tbe soirees of the dancing 


school and on gala occasions in the primary and the grammar schools. 


Suffice it for the present to say that much lace has part in the crea­ 


tion, and ribbons are plentifully used as garnishing. 
The fancy for 


white ribbons, with lace of a slightly yellowish tint, still finds expres­ 


sion on some of the most charming of the muslin robes for misses ; 


while ceil blue has its adherents, and red in ribbon decorations for 


little girls is in high favor. 


FASHIONS IN HATS. 


Large hats are as fashionable for misee3 and school girls as for the 


fully grown of our New York belles ; and little tots, of not moie than 


three or four vear9, are seen in poke bonnets of dimensions large 


enough for their mammas. But onr readers must remember that in some 


cases we cite extreme styles. 
This is one of them. 
T h e la rg e h a ts.it 


is true, p rev ail; but the large poke bonnet for the little folk is Dot as 


much in vogue as the hats ; while the standard Derby and English 


walking hats are not out of style, and retain favor for their suitability 


for common and serviceable wear. The hats are faced with faillentine or 


soft gros grain silk, or soft satin and ostrich plumes, varied by garlands 


of flowers, are the usual trimming. 
The facing is put in smooth or 


plaited, and in some models it is gathered or shirred, and two feathers 


—the feathers lapped in front, and twining each backward—sweep 


around the crown, or a dense garland of flowers surrounds the crown. 


W e sometimes see a little girl who seems almost smothered under the 


weight of her hat, but this is an example of extreme style. 
Judicious 


and tasteful mothers encourage a less pronounced style in the dress of 


their little girls, selecting hats that have not conspicuously wide 


brims, and trimming them w ith more simplicity. 
Feathers used with 


moderation are always allowable on the hats of little girls, and this 


season there are dainty wreaths of daisies, asters, rose buds, wild 


rores, buttercups and cowslips, specially designed for trimming the 


hat3 of misses and school girls. 
Flowers aud feathers are both used 


w ithout assistance from other garnitures, or drapery of soft faille or 


of soft satin, or ribbon may be employed in conjunction. 


WRAPS IN NEW YORK CITY. 


In your climate, even at this early period of the season, wraps 


are doubtless of unim portant consideration. 
Here it is different. 


Now and then we hear strawberries cried in the streets ; but at this 


moment a light shower of snow is falling, and to-morrow we may 


dress furs around us with complacency. 
W raps, then, are of interest 


with us ; nor can we expect to be able to lay them aside before the 


first of May. The regulation wrap for girls is the casaquia or the deep 


English jacket, made of French, English or American cloth of medi­ 


um or light weight, in ecru, gray, or some one of the approved dark 


cloth colors. 
Cloths in invisible checks, and in cheviot mixtures and 


hair stripes, are also seen in the spring wraps for girls ; with an occa­ 


sional jacket or mantelet in checkered cloth of ecru or gray tint, in 


which cold or steel tinsel is interwoven. 
The “ Raglan,” a mantelet 


which combines certain features of the Dolman, and certain features 


of the “ Mother Hubbard ” cloak, w ith a shirred back forming a 


sagging puff at the waist line, and wide sleeves cut in one with the 


back 
and 
terminating 
in 
a 
self-ruffis, 
has 
come 
out 
in 


these tinsel-dashed, checked cloths. 
A model in ecru, dashed with 


gold tinsel, is finished with facings and piping of red faillentine, and 


ecru-ta3seled cords are draped across the back. 
A pleated collar, 


faced with red, surrounds the neck, and military cords and buttons 


close up the front. 
Wo might tell you much more, but fear your 


readers would grow weary over a longer letter ; and then wo might 


say something which Mr. Lubin, lately investigating for himself, has 


already said.

corner of F ro n t and M streets. 
T hey have 
been m anufacturing all kinds of boxes and 
fru it packages, excepting berry baskets. T he 
m an u factu rin g of this class of free packages 
requires au entirely different class of m achin­ 
ery and labor from th a t used in th e m aking 
of 
th e ord in ary fru 't 
boxes and crates. 
A b o u t fifty feet east of the box factory, in a 
large and commodious room, Cooke 4 Son, at 
an expense of 
several 
thousand 
dollars, 
have placed all the m achinery necessary 
for the carrying on ef this im p o rtan t indus­ 
try . 
T he power to run the m achinery is 
tran sm itted from the box factory b y a large 
endless w ire cable. 
In the new building is a 
com plete saw mill. 
T his has been b u ilt for 
the purpose of converting iogs of sycam ore, 
cottonw ood am i other trees th a t grow in our 
im m ediate neighborhood into basket-m aking 
m aterial. 
H ere we find a band saw , slicsr 
and m olding m achines of various kinds. 
A ll 
of this m achinery, which w orks adm irably, 
it m ay be said to the cred it of C alifornia, was 
constructed in this city. 
A round the room 
are nicely m ad) w ork tables w ith all the im ­ 
plem ents and tools u-ed in the construction 
of th e b erry baskets. 
In fro n t of these 
tables, all seated on com fortable stools, are 
fifty w orkm en, all b u sily engaged and tu rn ­ 
ing c u t thousands of those neat little baskets 
per day. 
T hese w orkm en are not Chinese. 
N o C liinam nn need ap p ly here. 
T hey are 
w hite boys an d girls, varying in age from 12 
to 20 years. 
M essrs. Cooke 4 Son have 
sta rte d in to solve the C hinese problem , and 
if oth er m an u factu rin g enterprises would fa l­ 
low th eir «sam ple its solution would be a 
m a tte r of a v trv short tirne. 
T he cottonw ood 
trees th a t grow so plen tifu lly th ro u g h cu t our 
valley is th e m aterial o-ed for m aking those 
baskets.

DEATH OF JA M ES LANSING—IN TERV IEW 


W IT H 
H IS 
E D R D E R E R . 


E x cite m e n t of th e P eople—The M ilitary 
C alled 
O ut—T he 
P riso n 
Be­ 
sieg ed L ast N ight. 


Jam es Lansing, who was shot by Simon 
Raten Monday afternoon, died yesterday at 
5 P. M. 
H e lived about twenty-four liou s 
after receiving the deadly wound. 
Mr. Lvn- 
sing having been a member i f the Exem pt 
Firem en’s Association, the b .llso f the Fire 
Departm ent were tolled as soon as his death 
was known. 
The signal cau ed a deplorably 
sad feeling throughout the city, combined 
with deepest indignation. 
I t haviog been 
stated by the attending physician yesterday 
th at he could live but a few hours, the people 
throughout the eity were dreadirg all day to 
hear the Bound of the doleful bell that an­ 
nounced to them “ Jam es Lansing is dead.” 
As soon as the bell began tolling people com­ 
menced assembling in front of the Interna­ 
tional HoteL 
In a short time many hundreds 
were assembled, representing the best citizens 
of the community, 


SCORES OF MEN 
Took each other by the hand, talked low and 
earnestly, and asked what was best to be 
done. 
They acted and spoke like determined 
men—men who thought and openly declared 
th at the time had come when a little whole­ 
some hanging would be the proper and only 
thing to do. Chief of Police Karcher became 
alarmed and sought the aid of the militia. 
A bout 9 p. M some 1,200 men and boj’3 had 
gathered at the city prison, aDd in a short 
time the number was swelled to 2,000. There 
seemed to be no leader among them, and be­ 
fore any demonstration was made by the 
angry assemblage, the local military compa­ 
nies marched in and took their position be­ 
tween the crowd and the entrance to the jail. 
Colouel T. W . Sheehan, of the First A rtillery 
Regiment, was applied to by Chief K archer 
for aid in guarding the prison. 
He notified 
the Chief th at orders must come from the 
Commander-in-Chief, 
Governor 
Perkins. 
Early in the evening the Chief called on A d­ 
jutant-G eneral Biekus, who communicated 
with the Governor, who was at E lk Grove, 
and the necessary order was soon received and 
issued. 
Fortunately there was a regular bat­ 
talion drill in progress at the Pavilior. 
A t 9 
P. M. Chief Karcher drove to the building 


i n 
h o t h a s t e 
And delivered the order to Colonel Sheehan, 
who immediately marched Companies A and 
G and a platoon of Company B to the pr'son. 
Subsequently one of the G atling guns was 
brought upon the ground. 
By this time the 
crowd manifested a disposition to proceed to 
violence and hang Raten to the nearest lam p­ 
post. 
M any were present, however, through 
mere curiosity, and even a num ber cf women 
were seen on the outskirts of the crowd. The 
assemblage was not noisy, but it evidently 
only lacked a daring leader. 
Tho crowd 
had ample time to have stormed the prison 
before the arrival of the troops had it desired. 
In and about the prison the entire force of 
regular and special officsrs, well armed, were 
on duty, and kept the people back from the 
yard in front of the building. 
As Colonel 
Sheehan masched his troops through the 
crowd the people began to jeer the men, but 
they paid no attention to the cries. 
The 
companies were drawn up in Hue iu front of 
the prison, when 


MAYOR JOHN Q. BROWN 
Mounted an improvised rostrum and ad­ 
dressed the people. 
H e urged them as good, 
law-abiding citizens to disperse and go to 
their home-1. 
He 6ta‘ed th at tño prisoner was 
in the hands of the authorities, and th at they 
were amply able to protect him, and they 
would do bo. 
H e promised th at the m ur­ 
derer should be speedily tried. 
H e asked 
that all should follow his example, and he 
would lead off by going home. 
A t the close 
<.f the M ayor’s remarks he started up the 
street, and quite a large proportion of the 
assemblage followed him. 
The crowd com­ 
menced dispersing about half-past 9, and at 
11 P. u , with the exception cf the militia and 
the police force, there were but few persons 
in the vicinity of the jail. 
A t 12 o’clock the 
soldiers were all withdrawn with the excep­ 
tion of a squad of twelvs men, who were ltft 
in charge of a Gatling gun. 
The gun was 
placed just inside of the outer entrance to the 
pris >n. 
All kinds of rumors were afloat dur- 
iog the evening, to the effect th at Vigilantes 
were forming in different portions of the city. 
That such was the case could not be posi­ 
tively ascertained. 
The feeling, however, 
of almost the entire community is in sympa­ 
thy with the organizing bodies, if there are 
any such. 
THE DEAD. 
Jam es Lansing wa» born in Lansingburt h, 
Lansing county, N. Y ., aril was 56 years of 
age. 
He came to California during the early 
gold excitement. 
He belonged to the A m .- 
cistionof Pioneers of this city. 
D uricg his 
life he was one of Sacramento’s most honored 
and respected citizens. 
A t one time he was 
M arshal of this city. 
H e served one term as 
Sheriff and four years as Assessor of Sj cre­ 
mento county. 
A t the time of his death he 
was the proprietor of the International Hotel 
in this city. 
He was a man of great deter­ 
mination of character, positive iu his opin­ 
ions, of great personal courage, warm in his 
social relations; a man who drew to him 
hosts of friends, and whose positive trrits of 
character made him some enemies. 
He was 
an upright citizen, and devoted to the inter­ 
ests of the community where he lived. 
He 
leaves a wife and five children—Ella, aged 
18, Celia 11, Charles 9, Emma 0, Mamie 4. 
Mr. Lansing was a member of the Order of 
Odd Fellows, the Exem pt Firem en’s Asso­ 
ciation, the O idsr of Chosen Friends, the 
Sacramento Society of California Pioneers 
and tho K nights of Pythias. 
His fuDeral 
will take place Thursday from the Interna­ 
tional HoteL 
An inquest will be held on his 
body this evening by Coroner Vermilya. 


MORE ABOUT THE ASSASSIN. 
A R e o o r d - U n i o n repreee.tative called yes­ 
terday at the copper shop at the railroad 
works, where Simon Raten, the assassin, has 
been employed some months, and ascertained 
the following facta from the foreman. About 
six months ago Raten entered the shop and 
asked the foreman if he could not give him 
employment. 
The latter looked at Raten, 
was in nowise favorably impressed with his 
appearance, but asked him what kind of 
work he could da. 
In the conversation that 
ensued he discovered that Raten had a gen­ 
eral km w!tdgt|o? th£|business, an 1 took him 
on trial, and put him to work at the tinners’ 
bench. 
R atea proved to be such an excel­ 
lent workman that he was rapidly advanced 
from 
one 
position 
to 
another, 
until 
h ) 
was 
soon 
recognized 
to 
be equal 
t > any. 
if 
not 
the 
best workman 
in 
the departm ent. 
lie 
was, 
to 
u-e the 
foreman's language, in every sense o f the 
word a skilled mtchanic. 
Rateo, however, 
began during the past few weeks to show an 
ugly and u ¡governable temper, quarrelled 
with the workmen Of tho shop, made propos­ 
als to fight, and had become so troublesome 
th at the foreman was thinking seri u.-ly of 
discharging him, when he got into this trouble 
for which he now is incarcerated in prison. 
Yesterday afternoon a representative of the 
R eco rd U nion called n p jn the as.as-in at 
his cell in the city pris n. 
He found Raten 
reclining on his bed apparently very much 
composed and willing to converse freely. He 
repeated what has already appeared in these 
columns relative to his early life, and nation­ 
ality. 
H e said th at he was a Russian sub­ 
ject, was bora in 1842 in Siberia, and that he 
left his native country in 1869. 
He has i o 
relatives in Americ», acd is unm arri-d. 
Af­ 
ter leaving Siberia he proceeded to England, 
and for several years followed his trade in a 
small village on the outskirts of the city of 
London. 
som e t h r e e y e a rs ago 
He came to the U nited States and worked at 
his trade, b«th in New York ai d Philadel­ 
phia. 
H e could always find plenty of work, 
and from his superior skill slv ay s demandtd 
and received the highest wages. 
lie came to 
this State some six month» Bince, immediate'y 
applied at the railroad shops for employment, 
had worked steadily since th at time, and had 
earned over $100 per month. 
He disclaimed 
being a drunkard or a quarrelsome man. 
He 
sail that he never drank whii-kyor spirituous 
liquors, but th at he occasionally to k a glsss 
r-f beer. 
He asked the reporter why he was 
cUitined in a dark acd gloomy cell.

keep fr-m being seen by Erickson. 
X was 
not quick enough, how ver. 
líe saw ms, 
pulh d a pist 1 and fired upon 111». 
I was 
wholly unarmed, had no means of defense, 
and Sought safety in fl-ght. I ron up K street 
to Fourth, down Fourth to the alley, down 
the alley to Third street, thene» to L street, 
where 1 was caught by an officer and con­ 
veyed to this dungeon. 
Erickson foll< wed 
me with ids pistol and shat a t me as I w.t« 
passing through the alley. 
I t was a shot 
from his pistol that hit Mr. Lansing. I never 
had a pistol in my life. 
I am no murderer, 
and se k no man’s life.” 


THIS REMARKABLE STATEMENT, 
In the face of the facts, will give some idea 
of the unscrupulous character of the man. 


H e charges E rickson w ith th e deed he com ­ 
m itted, though it is positive th a t a t the tim e 
of th e sbootiDg E rick s n was in hiding or 
rt fuge in the “ B aby R a c k e t” and shooting 
gallery, on F o u rth street, betw een J and K . 
A boy saw R a te a throw the pistol over a 
fence on the alley betw een K and L, T hird and 
F o u rth streets, and it w as there found. 
L ast 
evening this canning a-ssssin said 
to 
a 
R ecord U n ion representative, “ If I had a 
pistol, w hy didn’t th ey find it on m e?” W hen 
told th a t he had been seen to cest th e weapon 
aw ay he re p ie d , “ T h a t can’c be tru e, as 
there was no place for me to throw it.” 
In 
conree of th e conversation he gave his b irth ­ 
place as on the L ena liver, near Irk u tsk , S i­ 
beria, and gave sem e details of ids life iu 
th a t country, show ing th a t he has peifect 
com m and of his m em ory. 
FURTHER FACTS. 
A s show ing the m urderous intention of the 
prisoner, som e fu rth er statem en ts by E rick ­ 
son are given th a t are of im portance. 
E ric k ­ 
son says th a t he has know n R aten only a t the 
shop?. 
H e was there quarrelsom e aud vin­ 
dictive. 
Sunday R aten cam e to the H elvetia 
H otel, w here E rickson b jard s. 
R ite n was 
som ew hat under th e influence of liquor. 
H e 
asked E rickson to go out and w alk w ith him . 
E iickson declined, liite n insisted, b u t E rick ­ 
son perem ptorily declined, and pointed out 
th a t it was raining. R ite n thereupon applied 
an opprobrious ep ith et to E rickson, who rose 
from his chair aud prom ptly knocked him 
down, giving him a black eye. 
R aten was 
p u t out and ErickBon prevented from pum- 
m eling him more. 
Tw o hours later R aten re­ 
turned, saw E rickson in th e door, or near it, 
and threw up his hands and w ith an oath ad­ 
vanced on him . 
W hereupon th e la tte r let 
out w ith his left and m ade a jelly of R a te n ’s 
rig h t cheek, his fist stopping its w ork on hiB 
well eye and prom ptly closing it up. 
The 
m en w ere again separated. M onday E rickson 
concluded it was w isest f ir him to rem ain 
aw ay from th e shops, as he had no desire to 
have serious trouble w ith R aten. 
So he re­ 
m ained a t the H elvetia. 
E arly in the day 
M r. B yers and other fellow -w orkm en told 
E rickson th a t R aten w as show ing a pistol, 
was looking for E rickson, and was sw eating 
th a t he w ould kill him . 
T his confirm ed 
E rickson's judgm ent th a t he had b etter avoid 
the m an, which he did, by keeping m ostly 
indoors. 
A bout 4 P. M., however, he w ent 
o a t and dow n tow n, and on his retu rn up K 
street m et R aten, who had his hand in an 
outside pocket. 
H e drew it out, and had in 
it a pistol ready cocked, which he instantly 
fired a t ErickeoD. 
T he la tte r was unarm ed, 
and so ran p ast R aten to F o u rth street. 
R aten followed. 
E rickson ran ont into K 
street a t F o u rth , thence over to the Postoffice, 
aud along F o u rth to near the alley between 
J and K , w here he entered a place where a 
ball-throw ing gam e is kept, and there he took 
refuge. 
E rickson w ants it distinctly under­ 
stood th a t he is no cow ard, b u t when he has 
no w eapon, and no desire to go into a shoot­ 
ing scrape, he will alw ays avoid the m ao who 
is seeking him w ith a weapon and declaring 
he w ill kill him —a t least uutil forced, in de­ 
fense of life, to arm agaicst his assailant, 
NOTES. 
N otw ithstanding the ap p aren t quiet which 
prevails a t the hour of going to press, it is to 
be stated th a t w ithout doubt m eetings of citi­ 
zens were held last night to consider the ex­ 
pediency of organizing a raid cu th e C ity 
Ja il. 
T he indications of such action were 
unm istakable. 
I t is also reasonably certain 
th a t m eetings of sim ilar im port w ill be held 
this m orning, and th a t 
appointm ents for 
such assem blage w ere m ade last night. 
R aten, the assassin, a t this w riting, has 
no t been inform ed of the death of M r. Lans- 
isg . 
W hen the crowd assem bled last night 
in front of the prison be stood a t his cell 
wicket, and rem ained then wide aw ake, and 
peering out very earnestly. 
H a evidently 
knew som ething unusual was going on, and 
th a t it concerned him . 
H e rem ained aw ake 
and a t his w icket till a very late hour. 
F lags are a t half-m ast for M r. L ansing 
ever th e Odd F’ellows’ T em ple and P ioneer 
H all. 
A s to how speedily R aten m av be tried, 
this statem ent is auth o ritativ e : D istrict A t­ 
torney B u ckley proposes to have the prison­ 
er’s exam ination take place to day. P robably 
it w ill be held by th e Police C o u rt in the 
prisoner’s cell, as a m atter of safety.
